MAIN DISADVANTAGE 

Germany's main disadvantage 
was that she was now committed 
to the one thing which she strove 
to avold—a war on two fronts, Tt 
had caused her colossal lossea in 
men and machines which we knew 
were causing an extremely de- 
pressing effect on the German 
people. 

The next disadvantage wus tne 
inability of the Luftwaffe tu cope 
with our mounting alr offenstve 
against Germany and the occupled 
countries. 

The German attack on Russin 
had had the reverse affect on 
American help to that which the 
Nazis had hoped for. Tt had In- 
tensified this help Instead of slow- 
ing it down, 

ENCIRCLEMENT COMPLETE

public places. 

All, however, are agreed that the 
busy, hazardous life led by 45,000,- 
000 people leaves them neither the 
time nor the inclination to brood 
over minor aliments.
